Speed reduction bid 
for road near college 

COUNCILLORS look set to approve plans 
for speed bumps and a 20mph limit on a 
busy road outside a Dudley school. 

The limit in St James’s Road by Castle 
High School and Visual Arts College, which 
has around 1,000 students, will be cut by 
10mph as part of the £15,000 scheme. 

Humps will be installed at five locations 
along a stretch of the road, which is also 
home to two private day nurseries. 

Some residents had objected to humps 
outside their homes but Dudley Council 
has been recommended to approve the 
safety measures next week.

DUDLEY Council has agreed 
to the closure of The Coseley 
School by August 2017 - cit¬ 
ing the decision as ‘in the in¬ 
terests of pupils’. 

It comes as bosses vow to open a 
new establishment on the site by 
2020 - with ‘cutting edge education’ 
at the forefront. 

The Henne Drive school will now undergo a 
phased closure over the next 12 months. 

More than 250 people responded to a consul¬ 
tation period over the closure which ran from 
January to April. 

Eighty four per cent did not support the clo¬ 
sure despite the low pupil numbers, poor exam 
results and financial difficulties. 

Speaking at the cabinet meeting last Thurs¬ 
day night, Councillor Ian Cooper, head of chil¬ 
dren’s services, said: “This decision is about 
putting the needs of pupils first. 

“We simply cannot allow this school to slip 
further down in terms of pupil numbers and 
the financial difficulties it is in. 

“We have looked long and hard at this issue, 
but we have to do the right thing for everyone 
at The Coseley School,” he added. 

“There are only 398 pupils now on the roll, 
including 138 Year 11 pupils who will leave 
at the end of this term. This means there are 
only 287 pupils still on the roll for September, 
of which all but 179 have already applied for 
places at an alternative school. 

Gutted 

“Of these, 91 are current Year 10 pupils, who 
will stay at the school to finish exam courses, 
with approximately 30 in each of the other 
years. This is simply not sustainable,” Council¬ 
lor Cooper stressed. 

Thousands of angry parents have battled to 
save the school, with a petition gathering more 
than 2,000 signatures in recent months. 

Enraged parent Michaela Garbett, from Ro¬ 
seville, said she was gutted by the decision. 

She explained: “It is incredibly disappoint¬ 
ing. None of our ward councillors were even at 
the meeting and we felt like it was just a done 
deal that was over with too quickly. 

“If they wanted to phase a closure then this 
should have happened 18 months ago as it 
would not have affected them so badly or the 
other schools then. We feel like this has been a 
decision made for some time. 

“All we can do now is continue to support 
Coseley and the plans for a possible new school 
in 2020. But I’m gutted.” 

The school is currently judged by Ofsted as 
‘requiring improvement’. 

Last year pupils achieved 31 per cent five 
A*-C GCSEs including English and maths plac¬ 
ing it in the bottom 10 per cent of schools in 
the country. 

Leisure facilities on the site are expected to 
remain open to the public following the closure.

“I met up with her mom and dad and spoke 
to them and they are such a lovely family I 
just knew I wanted to do something to help 
them out. 

“At Netherton Colts we have been putting 
on charity events for around 16 years now, so 
we had three football presentation nights and 
all the lads had trophies for taking part. 

“Raffles and prizes were also on offer. We 
had more than 300 people on every night. 


“Skye’s parents Melanie and Harry both 
came along to the nights and were so grate¬ 
ful for our support. The money is for them 
to do whatever they can to give Skye the best 
quality of life.” 

Skye was diagnosed with Anti-NMDA re¬ 
ceptor encephalitis, a rare brain disease. She 
will need ongoing hospital care for the rest 
of her life. 

The fundraising campaign aims to buy 
specialised equipment and make any adapta¬ 
tion’s that are needed to help her along the 
way.

A COUNCILLOR says the introduction of 
a banning order has led to improvements 
at a car park plagued by anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

Windows were smashed and walls 
daubed with graffiti at the Ryemarket shop¬ 
ping centre car park in Stourbridge. 

The order was introduced in January 
and has since stopped under 18s from 
entering the car park unless driving or ac¬ 
companied by a responsible adult.

Detectives released a CCTV image of 
the man suspected of the crime. 

Detective Constable Gareth Homer 
said: “This is a horrific attack on an el¬ 
derly woman in her own home, by some¬ 
one who posed as a friend and offered a 
helping hand. 

“We are determined to find the man 


responsible and are eager to hear from 
anyone who thinks they may know the 
identity of the suspect.” 

Police spokeswoman Hannah Fitzger¬ 
ald said: “She was thrown to the floor 
when the man was in her house. The 
lady was thankfully not injured but she 
suffered mild bruising and was shaken 
up.”

Teenage driver admits 
to causing death crash 

A TIPTON teenager has admitted 
killing a telecoms engineer after 
driving into him while speeding 
at the wheel of his mother’s car. 

Matthew Harding, aged 27, was 
working at the roadside in a Coseley 
street when he was struck by the Cit¬ 
roen Picasso. 

The 17-year-old boy, who cannot be 
named because of his age, had been dis¬ 
tracted as he was trying to turn on the 
windscreen wipers in the car and then 
swerved to avoid a parked car, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard. 

The vehicle careered into two Virgin 
Media technicians, Mr Harding and his col¬ 
league Jermaine Buchanan, at the corner 
of Jack Holden Avenue, Woodcross. 

The court heard the youth had been driv¬ 
ing at 47mph in the residential area and 
had smoked cannabis the night before. 

Mr Harding, a father from Oldbury, 
had only got married a week before he 
was killed on July 20 last year. He died 
the following day in 
hospital while Mr 
Buchanan suffered a 
broken arm and jaw, 
and a twisted ankle. 

He has since made a 
full recovery. 

Mr Harding’s 
widow Danielle was 
in court to see the 
teenager - who was 

Matthew Harding 16 at the time of the 
crash - plead guilty 
to causing death by dangerous driving and 
causing serious injury by dangerous driv¬ 
ing. He will be sentenced on June 27. 

The court was told how the teenager 
‘panicked’ after seeing the parked car and 
turned sharply towards the kerb where the 
two men were working. 

Reading the youth’s basis of plea to the 
court, barrister Cathlyn Orchard said: “I 
did not know how to drive any car and 
should not have been driving.” 

“I had smoked cannabis the night be¬ 
fore but do not feel it affected my driving. 

It was raining and I went to turn on the 
windscreen wipers but did not know where 
they were.” 

Another boy, also aged 17, from Bilston, 
has pleaded not guilty to aggravated vehi¬ 
cle taking and is to stand trial.

A POPULAR barber has cut short 
his career, calling time on his busi¬ 
ness after 44 years. 

Mick Booth, of Wordsley, set up 
the business in Lye High Street 
after previously working for other 
people. He decided, along with his 
wife and business co-owner Carol, 
to close the shop after its lease 
came to an end. 

Mick, aged 65, has cut the hair of 
thousands of people over the years, 
making legions of friends and many 
of them popped in to wish him well 
in the future before he shut up 


shop. In the past, he has bumped 
into clients in Florida and Kenya 
and a few big burly blokes couldn’t 
help but shed a tear as he finally 
finished. 

“It’s strange, it hasn’t really 
sunk in yet,” he said. “It’s mixed 
emotions, it doesn’t feel like I’ve 
finished forever. 

“It’s been my life for all these 
years. There have been lots of 
changes to Lye over the years and 
I’ve managed to survive them. 

“Many of my customers have 
become good friends, it’s amazing 


the way they stand by you.” Mick 
added: “I’ve always been a barber, 
I did my apprenticeship when I fin¬ 
ished school and worked in a couple 
of salons before starting up on my 
own. 

“It’s extremely sad, it’s the end 
of an era, but I’ve taken a lot away 
from it. It’s been an experience. 

“I think the secret is that no 
matter who comes through the 
door, you treat them exactly the 
same. And if they want a style you 
don’t necessarily like, you give the 
customer what they want.”

The campaign website www.seeme- 
hearme.org.uk has information about 
CSE and how to spot the warning 
signs, along with help and advice for 
young people, parents and carers, pro¬ 
fessionals and schools. 

Councillor Ian Cooper, Dudley 
Council cabinet member for children’s 
services, said: “With the lighter eve¬ 
nings, more of us, including groups of 
young people, are out and about later 
at night, so we want everyone to make 
themselves aware of the signs of CSE 
and know how they can report any 
concerns. Preventing CSE is every¬ 
one’s responsibility and we all need to 
increase our awareness of it. 

“I would urge people to visit our 
campaign website to find out more 
and see what they can do to help pro¬ 
tect our children and young people. 

“By being vigilant and knowing 
the warning signs, we can all help to 
tackle this abuse and keep our chil¬ 
dren safe.”

Marriage numbers in 
region drop by lOpc 


THE number of people getting mar¬ 
ried in the Black Country and Staf¬ 
fordshire fell by around 10 per cent 
in 12 months, latest figures reveal. 

A total of 7,296 couples tied the knot in 
religious or civil ceremonies, data from 
the Office for National Statistics (ONS) 
shows. 

The number of marriages in 2013, the lat¬ 
est statistics to be published, fell from 8,140 in 
2012 - a reduction of 10.3 per cent. 

But the region mirrored the national picture 
which also saw a drop and it’s believed people 
could have been avoiding the number ‘13’ fear¬ 
ing it an unlucky year to get married. Financial 
reasons with Britain still recovering after the 
recession may also have had an impact. 

Dudley saw the biggest drop in the number 
of marriages with 22 per cent. Some 893 cou¬ 
ples tied the knot in 2013 compared with 1,155 
during the previous year. 

But Councillor John Martin, cabinet member 
for law and governance, said numbers getting 
hitched at register offices and other approved 
venues had increased since then. 

Superstition 

“Marriages continue to be popular in Dudley 
borough and the number of people choosing 
to tie the knot has grown over the past two 
years,” he said. 

“We have a range of venues for people to get 
married including Priory Hall, Himley Hall 
and the brand new Thomas Robinson building. 
There was a drop in numbers in 2013 which 
may have had something to do with supersti¬ 
tion or even financial reasons during economic 
uncertainty at the time,” he added. 

In Sandwell there was a 12 per cent drop in 
the number of ceremonies with 672 in 2013, 
down from 770. In Wolverhampton, there was 
a seven per cent fall with 789 couples getting 
wed in 2012 compared with 733 in 2013 and in 
Walsall the number fell by around six per cent 
from 720 to 675. In Staffordshire, the number 
dropped by 10 per cent from 4,806 to 4,312. 

Nationally, there were 240,854 marriages in 
England and Wales, a drop of 8.6 per cent com¬ 
pared with 2012 and the first fall since 2009. 

Elizabeth McLaren, from the ONS, said: 
“The fall could indicate the continuation of the 
long-term decline in marriages since 1972 or 
could be due to couples choosing to postpone 
their marriage to avoid the number 13 which is 
perceived as unlucky by many cultures.” 


Escape for drivers as cars overturn

A MAN was taken to hospi¬ 
tal after his car landed on 
its roof following a crash in 
Sedgley. 

The Renault Megane hit 
a parked vehicle and flipped 
over, coming to rest on the 
pavement in Lime Road in 
the early hours of Saturday 
morning. He suffered arm 
and shoulder injuries. Fire 
Crews from Bilston and 
Dudley attended. 

A West Midlands Fire Ser¬ 
vice spokesman said: “The 
occupier managed to self-ex- 
tricate himself. He was out 
of the car before we arrived. 

“The police requested 
that the car was left in situ.” 

Brigg Ford of West Mid¬ 
lands Police said: “We were 
called by ambulance crews 
to an incident where a car 
had rolled over at around 
4.20am. 

“The vehicle was on its 
roof. The driver suffered a 
nasty gash to his arm, but it 
wasn’t a life-threatening or 
life-changing injury. He was 
taken to hospital.” 

Meanwhile, a young 
driver was lucky to escape 
with minor injuries after 
flipping his car on a winding 
road in Stourbridge on Fri¬ 
day night. 

The 20-year-old hurt his 
shoulder in the incident in 
Bagley Road just after 9pm. 
No other vehicles were in¬ 
volved. 

Mr Ford said: “The car 
was blocking the road. But 
the road was quickly coned 
off. The road was closed but 
reopened after a short time. 
The 20-year-old male driver 
suffered an injured shoul¬ 
der.”

Quotas put wardens 
under pressure, claim

TRAFFIC wardens across 
Dudley are being put under 
pressure to fine more driv¬ 
ers because of an ‘unfair’ 
evaluation system, it has 
been claimed. 

Wardens say they feel un¬ 
der pressure to catch out more 
drivers as they are compared on 
their performances. 

One warden said they had been 
told they must each issue an average 
of 4.7 tickets a day to meet budget 
projections. However, Dudley Coun¬ 
cil said it did not set such targets. 

Pie charts and other data showing 
how many tickets have been given 
out by each worker have been put 
up on notice boards and it is felt the 
system is heaping pressure on those 
giving out the fewest tickets. 

One warden, who did not want to 
be named, said: “We have been told 
we have got to achieve 4.7 tickets a 
day to pay our wages. 

Spotlight 

“When I started I was told my 
job was to keep the streets safe and 
clear but now we’re being told if 
we’re not issuing tickets we’re not 
doing our jobs properly. 

“Then they start putting pie 
charts up and saying ‘so and so did 
more, you have got to do better’.” 

He added: “It has taken away our 
discretion. If someone is a couple of 
minutes late outside the grace pe¬ 
riod, sometimes we will say don’t do 
it again and give them a slap on the 
wrist. We can’t do that now.” 

Dudley Council said the evalu¬ 
ation system was in place to make 
sure standards remained high. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet 
member for environmental services, 
said: “We are not allowed to set 
ticket targets for our parking en¬ 
forcement staff, but like all council 
employees, we have an ongoing eval¬ 
uation system in place for our staff. 

“This helps us to make sure they 
are continuing to provide a good ser¬ 
vice to the public in ensuring roads 
and restricted areas are free from 
obstructing vehicles to help traffic 
flow.”

DUDLEY Council raked in almost £100,000 from park¬ 
ing fines in a 12-month period. 

Figures from a Freedom Of Information request show 
the authority made nearly £100,000 from handing out 
fines in the borough in the 2014/15 financial year. 

This was an increase by more than a third from 
2013/14, when £59,718 was collected. Wolverhampton 
Street in Dudley saw the highest amount of fines issued 
in 2014/15, with 820 parking tickets earning the council 
£25,508.32. Dudley High Street came second, with 561 
fines totalling £18,541, and Stourbridge High Street was 
third with 525 fines totalling £16,666. 

Other hot spots included Stone Street in Dudley with 
534 fines raking in £16,525 and Pensnett High Street 


with 439 fines boosting council coffers by £15,562. Three 
streets remained in the top five worst affected areas 
from 2013/14 to 2014/15. In 2013/14 Stourbridge High 
Street had come top with 522 fines totalling £17,613. 

The authority revealed the highest earning pay and 
display car park in 2014/15 saw an income of £222,074.59 
in 2014/15, down more than 50k from £274,219.08 in 
2013/14. But the council would not reveal the location. 

Shopkeeper Clive Sowerby, of Sowerby shoe shop in 
Lower High Street, Stourbridge, who has campaigned 
for longer parking times said one hour stays were ‘ludi¬ 
crous’. Environment boss Councillor Hilary Bills said: 
“Parking restrictions are there to keep the borough’s 
roads moving and to make sure people are safe.”

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Car crush 
death ruled 
an accident 
by coroner 

A CORONER has ruled the death of a 
man who was crushed by a car when 
it collapsed on him at a storage yard 
in Cradley was an accident. 

Emergency services were called to 
the industrial estate in James Scott 
Road at 5pm on May 19, but were 
unable to save the 64-year-old father, 
Michael Ashton, who was from The 
Parade, Dudley. 

Black Country Coroners Court 
heard how Mr Ashton had been work¬ 
ing on his silver Vauxhall Omega in a 
storage yard when his trolley jack had 
collapsed and he was crushed under 
the vehicle. He had been seen by a 
member of staff from neighbouring 
company MEK Commercials repair¬ 
ing the car just after 1pm. 

A statement read out by the coro¬ 
ner, from Richard Williams, said: “I 
could see Mick working under his car 
at around 1.10pm. At around 16.45pm 
I had gone back to fetch a HGV but 
he was underneath and I could see his 
legs were not moving. 

“I ran up to him and called his 
name but could see that the vehicle 
was then on top of him. 

“I called for help and we raised the 
jack and pulled him out onto the board 
he had been working on but could see 
he had already passed away.” 

The cause of death given was crush¬ 
ing to the chest due to being trapped 
under the car. 

Senior coroner Zafar Siddique said: 
“It appears that the jack had collapsed 
and he was sadly crushed under the 
vehicle. I conclude that this was an ac¬ 
cidental death from crushing injury.” 


Old empty pub is 
facing demolition 

PLANS have been put forward to de¬ 
molish an empty former public house 
in the Black Country. 

Developers have put forward an ap¬ 
plication for the demolition of Ye Olde 
Saltbrook in Lye. 

Dudley Council decided the pub, 
which is in a mainly industrial area, 
was ‘not a community asset’ after re¬ 
ceiving the application. The premises 
has stood unused for some time. 

It is not known yet what type of de¬ 
velopment will replace the pub after 
it is cleared, as a planning application 
for any new project will need to be 
proposed. 

Ye Olde Saltbrook was sold for 
around £95,000 by leisure property 
specialists Fleurets on December 18 
last year.

Stun gun disguised as a torch 


A MAN’S ‘fascination’ with stun guns 
has put him behind bars for five years 
after he bought weapons disguised as 
torches. 

The case prompted a Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court judge to issue a pub¬ 
lic warning that this was the lowest 
sentence people could expect if found 
in possession of such a weapon. 

Steven Morton bought three of the 
weapons through a Chinese website, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was 
told. Each was disguised as a torch, 
complete with a working light. 

The second batch, which contained 


buying 

two stun gun ‘torches’, was inter¬ 
cepted at a Royal Mail sorting office in 
London on February 2, said Mr Peter 
McCartney, prosecuting. 

They were being sent to the Wol¬ 
verhampton home of the mother of 
49-year-old Morton but he immedi¬ 
ately admitted ordering the weapons 
when contacted by police. He also re¬ 
vealed that he had already received 
one from the same website. 

Mr McCartney continued: “The de¬ 
fendant said that he had not known 
they were illegal. He said he was fas¬ 
cinated by them.”

Mr Niall Skinner, defending, said: 
“His last conviction was 22 years ago. 
A lesson has been learnt about buying 
goods on the internet. He had no in¬ 
tention of committing any offence and 
has been entirely honest with police.” 

Morton, of Clifton Street, Sedgley, 
pleaded guilty to possession of a pro¬ 
hibited weapon and purchasing pro¬ 
hibited weapons. 

Recorder Simon Ward told him: 
“Stun guns are extremely dangerous 
pieces of equipment and that is why 
people who possess them go to prison 
for at least five years.”

More than 100 parents 
in court over truancy 


MORE than 100 parents in Dudley 
borough have been taken to court 
due to child truancy in the past year. 

A Freedom of Information request re¬ 
vealed that 116 parents were taken to 
court by the authority from May last year 
until last month. 

It comes after the Government introduced 
tougher measures to address truancy, includ¬ 
ing deducting the cost of unpaid penalty no¬ 
tices from Child Benefit. 

But Stourbridge’s Councillor Nicolas Barlow 
said more work needed to be done to address 
the causes behind the truancy. 

He said: “Any number is not good, unless 
there is a legitimate reason for a child to be out 
of class and they have had permission to have 
authorised absence. But 116 is high and very 
worrying - it needs to be addressed by what¬ 
ever means possible. 

“Ultimately, it is a drain on resources with 
court costs coming into play. 

“I think the main thing is that we now need 
to look at reasons behind this and the under¬ 
lying factors why children don’t want to go to 
school - whether it be due to the lessons struc¬ 
ture or things like bullying. 

Understanding 

“If we could get the outline causes and then 
meet with pupils and guardians then maybe we 
could get a better understanding behind this.” 

By law all children of compulsory school age 
- between five and 16 - must receive a suitable 
full-time education. The law states if ‘the par¬ 
ent knows that his/her child is failing to attend 
regularly at school without reasonable justifi¬ 
cation to cause him to do so, he/she is guilty of 
an offence’. 

Upon conviction a fine up to £2,500 per par¬ 
ent per child can be issued - or up to three 
months’ imprisonment. 

The figures come after it was revealed in 
March that the number of children expelled 
from Dudley secondary schools has risen by 75 
per cent over a three-year period. 

Nearly half of the 89 students kicked out in 
2014/15 were excluded because of persistent 
disruptive behaviour. 

Councillor Ian Cooper, cabinet member for 
children’s services, said: “Prosecuting parents 
is always a last resort and follows a number of 
measures we have in place to remind parents 
of the importance of their children attending 
school and getting a good education.”

New chapter written 


for the ‘Flying Pencil’

SOPHIE MADDEN reports 
on the restoration of the last 
surviving Second World War 2 
German bomber of its type 


AT first glance it looks like an unre¬ 
markable warehouse, with lighting 
strips shining down from the roof 
to show racks of shelving and car¬ 
go covered by dark green tarpaulin. 

But underneath the covers lies a piece of 
Second World War military history. 

The remains of the last Dornier Do 17 
bomber lie sheltered from the elements as 
part of a project to conserve them for future 
generations. 

The Germans built 1,500 of the bombers. 
The one now sitting in the Conservation Cen¬ 
tre at RAF Museum Cosford was raised from 
the bottom of the Strait of Dover in the Eng¬ 
lish Channel almost three years ago. 

The Dornier and its many small compo¬ 
nents were sprayed with a citric acid solution 
for months in order to clear them of debris 
from their time under the water. There still 
remains more work to be done before the plane 
can go on permanent display. 

Materials 

On completion, the plane’s permanent dis¬ 
play will be the first time it has been seen since 
November, where it was the centre-piece of 
the museum’s Conservation Centre Open Day. 

Darren Priday, RAF Museum conservation 
centre manager, said they were waiting on 
confirmation from project adviser, Professor 
Mary Ryan from the Imperial College London, 
on how best to treat the metal before the air¬ 
craft goes on display to the public. 

He said: “It is now in the hands of the muse¬ 
um’s design and interpretation team to decide 
how the aircraft should be displayed and what 
supporting materials should be included in 
order to tell the story.” 

The Dornier’s twin-engine, twin-fin configu¬ 
ration, together with the narrow fuselage and 
shoulder-mounted engines, gave the aircraft a 
distinctive silhouette and earned it the nick¬ 


name ‘The Flying Pencil’. More than 400 were 
employed by the Luftwaffe during the Battle 
of Britain in the Second World War. 

At the time of the Dornier’s recovery, it was 
unclear just how much of the aircraft could 
be saved following more than 70 years on the 
seabed. The process so far has seen the aircraft 
systematically sprayed - inside purpose-built 
hydration tunnels - with a low concentration 
citric acid-based solution. 

Confident that the citric acid solution has 
done its job, the fuselage was removed from 
the tunnels in early September 2014 and has 
undergone an intense wash down, before being 
moved into the Conservation Centre. Techni¬ 


cians then began working on the Dornier full 
time, cleaning and scraping and removing de¬ 
posits by hand. 

The gradual process of removing the thick 
layer of marine deposits revealed several bul¬ 
let holes and shrapnel damage on the airframe, 
plus small areas of the original paint finish. 

The plane was shot down by the RAF on Au¬ 
gust 26 1940. Part of a large enemy formation, 
it was intercepted at noon as it tried to attack 
airfields in Essex. 

This particular aircraft was forced to make 
an emergency landing on Goodwin Sands at 
low tide after an attack by Defiant fighters of 
No 264 Sqn that left both engines stopped and 


the crew wounded. Now deposits have been 
removed, conservationists have found bullet 
holes and shrapnel damage. 

While working on some of the smaller com¬ 
ponents, volunteers also discovered push rods 
still coated in their original oil and when a pipe 
was removed from a fuel injection unit, a small 
amount of fuel was still present. 

While smaller components are still receiving 
conservation treatment, the Dornier’s forward 
fuselage, tail boom and wing have been tempo¬ 
rarily covered by tarpaulins. 

Under the coverings with the plane’s parts 
is a dehumidifier which controls the environ¬ 
ment and reduces humidity.

Public to get a say on 
museum's next phase 



The Red by Night event, at Black Country Living Museum 


BOSSES want the public’s 
opinion on an £18 million 
masterplan for the future of 
the Black Country Living Mu¬ 
seum after revealing more 
details about the attraction’s 
future. 

The museum in Tipton Road, 
Dudley, attracts around 300,000 
visitors a year but chiefs are hop¬ 
ing to increase the amount to half 
a million as part of a 10-year for¬ 
ward plan. The plans will see 60 
new jobs created. 

Bosses need are currently seeking 
funding for the ambitious develop¬ 
ment, which could include moving the 
site’s entrance from Tipton Road to 
Castle Hill. 

Chief executive Andrew Lovett said 
the change would link the venue to 
Castle Hill, providing visitors with 
one shared arrival point to Dudley’s 
four attractions - Dudley Zoo, Dudley 
Archives, Dudley Canal Trips and the 
museum. 

1960s 

Further proposals include a new vis¬ 
itor centre, exhibition space to display 
more of the museum’s collection, con¬ 
ference, retail and cafe facilities. 

Visitors, who are being urged to 
have their say using an online sur¬ 
vey, would also emerge from the new 
visitor centre into a bustling 1940s to 
1960s town featuring a library, more 
shops and restaurants, including a cor¬ 
ner pub, houses and a bowling green. 

Mr Lovett said: “There’s a great 
opportunity to fulfil the museum’s po¬ 
tential. 

“At the moment on the site we don’t 
really tell the story of the Black Coun¬ 
try beyond about 1938 or so. 

“One of the things that’s driving us 
is the drive to complete that story and 


take people into the 1940s, 1950s and 
1960s. We think this is an opportu¬ 
nity to complement all the investment 
that’s gone into the Castle Hill area.” 

A 1940s to 1960s area would in¬ 
clude spaces for hire and even holi¬ 
day accommodation while plans for 
a nearby manufacturing zone would 


feature brick making and metal work¬ 
ing areas. 

The masterplan would see the mu¬ 
seum’s tramway extended to connect 
the developments, looping through 
the site in a figure-of-eight. The Rolfe 
Street entrance would be transformed 
into a learning centre for school visits.

Striking similarities 
with Dagenham show

WHEN the story of the Dagen¬ 
ham machinists whose strike 
led to the Equal Pay Act 
reached the Wolverhampton 
stage last week, behind the 
scenes was the story of a 
similar stand made by Black 
Country women. 

Ticket secretary Kathryn Trigg 
stunned fellow members of the West 
Bromwich Operatic Society - per¬ 
forming one of the first amateur pro¬ 
ductions of Made in Dagenham at 
Wolverhampton’s Grand Theatre - 
by revealing she had been a real-life 
strike leader. In 1975 she led a group 


of shorthand typists out on strike at 
Bronx Engineering in Lye - and, just 
like the Dagenham women led by Rita 
O’Brien, they won. 

Kathryn, 21 at the time, took on the 
role of union rep for the typing pool at 
Bronx. She said: “I wasn’t militant, in 
fact I was quite timid but no one else 
wanted to do the job.” 

Union TASS suggested the short¬ 
hand typists push for equal pay. 

“We deemed ourselves to be skilled 
workers because we’d gone to college 
for at least 12 months but we were 
paid a lot less than the men who were 
doing an equivalent job. We com¬ 
pared ourselves to a young lad in the 
drawing office who’d had one week’s 


training and just operated the printing 
machine and kept it topped up with 
fluid, yet he was paid twice as much 
as we were. 

“We met with the management and 
when we told them we wanted equal 
pay, they said ‘no way’.” 

About 20 women, three-quarters of 
the typists, walked out. Thee of them, 
including Kathryn, went to London 
to be interviewed by Dudley-born 
presenter Sue Lawley on national TV 
about their struggle. 

In the end about a dozen more 
joined them on the picket line, includ¬ 
ing men, and the strike ended after 
a month with a new pay structure 
agreed.

Chance to give hotel in Wall 
Heath a new lease of life 


A HOTEL in Wall Heath has been 
put on the market with new occu¬ 
piers being sought to ‘maximise its 
potential’. 

The budget hotel that traded as 
The Kingfisher ceased trading last 
year. However, Lex Allan estate 
agents say the 40-room site has re¬ 
ceived interest from potential buy¬ 
ers. 

The building in Kidderminster 
Road, which is separate to the new 
Hickory Smokehouse restaurant and 
adjoining health spa, is estimated at 
a rental value of £65,000 per year. 

Ian Appleby, commercial property 
surveyor at Lex Allan, said: “The 
hotel closed around six months ago. 
It was rented by the owners to a 
tenant who didn’t succeed with the 
venture. Prior to this it was run by 
the current owners. New furnish¬ 
ings, carpets and redecoration has 


been done, hence the premium re¬ 
quested. It isn’t connected to Hick¬ 
ory’s Smoke House at all. We have 
had viewings and an offer and there 
continues to be interest.” 

A description on the website says 
that there are 40 en suite rooms. 

The advertisement on Lex Allan’s 
website states: “The premises are 
very well located on the edge of open 
countryside, yet affording easy ac¬ 
cess to the business centres of Wol¬ 
verhampton and Dudley and further 
afield to Birmingham.” 

The hotel was situated behind the 
popular Kingfisher Club which was 
transformed into Hickory’s Smoke¬ 
house last summer. The Kingfisher 
Country Club itself was built in the 
1930s when it was known as the 
Kingfisher Lido, where it housed the 
only Olympic-sized swimming pool 
outside of London.

College given £874k

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Robbery on 
bus lands 


three thugs 
in prison 


A MOBILE phone has led to three thugs be¬ 
ing sent to jail for between three-and-a-half 
and four-and-a-half years. 

The trio struck on a bus travelling from the Merry 
Hill Shopping Centre in Brierley Hill to Birming¬ 
ham, Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 

They surrounded a pair of teenagers, aged 15 and 16, 
who were sitting on the top deck. 

Curtis Hendrickson, aged 


26, Norman Corbett, 21, 
and Leo Connolly, 22 - all 
with previous convictions - 
had boarded the bus shortly 
after the two teens on Janu¬ 
ary 2 last year. 

Mr Ian Ball, prosecuting, 
said: “The three defendants 
engaged the lads in con¬ 
versation before switching 
seats so that they were both 
in front and behind them. 

“Corbett had brought 
a knife with him and this 
was used to reinforce the 
threats. They surrounded 
the lads and said: ‘What 
have you got for me? What 
about a phone?”’ 

The teenagers both gave 
the gang their phones but 
one was rejected because it 
had a cracked screen. 

The other victim refused 
to reveal the password for 
his mobile until the knife 
was pointed at him. 

He later told police: “I 
was just happy not to be 
stabbed. It was only a phone 
and I cancelled the SIM 
card.” But his friend con¬ 
ceded: “I was very scared 
and felt intimidated. I didn’t 
know what they were going 
to do next.” 

The victims contacted the 
police who checked CCTV 
from the bus and recog-

nised the culprits, who were 
arrested on various dates 
between April 22 and June 
24 last year. Corbett and 
Hendrickson were already 
in custody for other offences 
when tracked down. 

The defendants all had a 
significant number of previ¬ 
ous convictions and, in the 
case of Corbett, these in¬ 
cluded eight robberies, some 
of which were carried out at 
knifepoint on buses in car¬ 
bon copies of the latest of¬ 
fence. Connelly was said to 
have mental issues caused 
by excessive drug use. 

Connolly, of Langdale 
Road, Great Barr, and Hen¬ 
drickson, of Hampton Road, 
Erdington, were each jailed 
for three-and-a-half years 
while Corbett, of Dingle 
Street, Oldbury, received 
a four-and-a-half year sen¬ 
tence. Each defendant 
admitted robbery and at¬ 
tempted robbery. 

Recorder Abigail Nixon 
told them: “This was a ter¬ 
rifying offence against two 
lads who were minding their 
own business on a bus. You 
all played your part in in¬ 
timidating them simply for 
a mobile phone.” 


Ex-police chief takes 
on £1,000 a day job 


EX-WEST Midlands Chief Constable Chris Sims has taken 
up a top police job earning £1,000 a day. 

Mr Sims, who retired in January with a pension believed 
to be worth around £150,000 per year, is now working as 
an adviser for the National Police Chiefs Council, the body 
for senior police officers. He will work two days a week at 
a rate of £1,000 a day - worth the equivalent of £260,000 
pro rata or £125 per hour based on a normal working day. 

As Chief Constable, he was paid £200,000 a year in salary 
and benefits and oversaw cuts of £125 million - with 1,300 
officers losing their jobs. 

A spokesman for the National Police Chiefs Council said: 
“Chris Sims is extremely well qualified to advise on impor¬ 
tant national work that aims to improve policing for the 
public. The changes will help police tackle new threats and 
improve the service for the public.”

Councillor Rachel Harris, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for health and wellbeing, said: “The 
word Viking conjures up many images of 
marauding warriors but we hope that our 
event with storytelling and other activities 
will also show other aspects of life in the Vi¬ 
king community.” 


THEY’VE trampled over gardens and 
given many a driver a shock after 
wandering out into the road. 

But it seems that after years of stray 
horses causing a nuisance in the Black 
Country, they are finally being reined in. 

Councils report a significant drop in numbers 
across the area with fewer reports of the animals 
roaming in Sandwell and Dudley. 

The number collected from streets and open 
spaces has fallen by 32 per cent overall com¬ 
pared with the previous year and more than 60 


per cent compared with 2013. Numbers have 
fallen from an average of around 200 a year in 
2013 to 74 in 2015/16 with the majority of ani¬ 
mals later rehomed. 

Easier 

New laws were introduced last year making it 
easier for councils and the RSPCA to take action 
against owners who abandon their animals. 

In Sandwell there were 29 horses rounded up 
from streets in 2015/16 - down from 47 during 
the previous 12 months. 

Councillor Paul Moore, cabinet member for 


regeneration and investment, said: “There is a 
drop in the numbers which we believe is down to 
better education of horse owners since the new 
act came into force. Owners must know that ille¬ 
gally-tethered horses on council-owned land will 
not be tolerated.” 

In Dudley a total of 45 horses were found 
roaming roads and grass areas during 2015/16 
- down from 51 in 2014/15. 

More than 600 were collected from the two 
boroughs between 2011 and 2014. 

Areas plagued in recent years have included 
Fens Pool nature reserve and Russells Hall. 


Delays as car 
flips on M-way 

A CAR overturned on the M5 near Hale¬ 
sowen causing tailbacks for more than an 
hour.

She was followed onto the number 9 bus 
at Stourbridge bus station by the man, pic¬ 
tured by bus CCTV, who tailed her all the 
way to Windmill Hill in Cradley. 

After leaving the bus at around 8.50pm 
the man tried talking to the teenager before 
attempting to pull her into Foredr aft Street. 


The girl managed to run away but has 
since had two similarly frightening run-ins 
with the man. 

Police say they have put measures in 
place to keep the 16-year-old safe but have 
been unable to trace the suspect, who is 
described as black, around 6ft tall with a 
medium build and aged 25-to-30-years-old.

NIGEL Farage launched into a ti¬ 
rade against David Cameron and 
George Osborne when he visited 
Dudley, accusing them of peddling ‘a 
constant diet of lies’ over the Euro¬ 
pean Union referendum. 

The UKIP leader was driven 
into the town centre on the party’s 
purple open-top Brexit battle bus - 
dubbed the giant aubergine - and 
was greeted by hundreds. 

Many held placards bearing the 
words: ‘We want our country back’ 
and cheered loudly when the bus 
pulled into the town’s Market Place. 

Enemy 

The theme tune from The Great 
Escape blasted out over loudspeak¬ 
ers as a beaming Mr Farage ad¬ 
dressed the cheering throng from 
the top of the bus against a backdrop 
of the Black Country flag. 

He said: “I’m beginning to think 
it isn’t Brussels that is the enemy. 
At least they are honest about what 
they want to do. The real enemy is 
our political class, backed up with 
the multi-national companies and 
the big banks and the constant diet 
of lies we get from Osborne and 
Cameron every single day. 

“A bunch of people who have 
never had a proper job in their lives 


telling us trade would be affected 
(if we leave the EU). Well I tell you 
what, we’ll go on buying and sell¬ 
ing cars and I intend on going on 
drinking French wine regardless of 
whether we are part of the European 
Union or not. 

“But I think one of the reasons 
that the Remain campaign has taken 
a bit of a lead is that not enough 
people on the Leave side are making 
strong enough arguments. 

“Our politicians have given away 
control of our country.

Hundreds 
of suspects 
deported to 
face courts 


NEARLY 500 suspected criminals living in 
the West Midlands - including alleged killers 
and fraudsters - have been deported to face 
charges in other European countries in the 
past six years, new figures have revealed. 

Data released by the Home Office shows 495 sus¬ 
pected criminals have been extradited from the re¬ 
gion since 2010 using the European Arrest Warrant. 


Over the same period, 
54 suspects were snared in 
Europe and brought back to 
the West Midlands - includ¬ 
ing some of Britain’s most- 
wanted fugitives. 

West Mercia Police, which 
covers Shropshire, deported 
72 suspects and extradited 
five back to the UK, while 
62 suspects were arrested 
in Staffordshire, with the 
county’s force extraditing 
24. 

West Midlands Police ac¬ 
counted for the bulk of the 
arrests, with 323 suspects 
deported - the second high¬ 
est figure in the country. 

Crooks 

The group included Polish 
national Grzegorz Badura, 
who was arrested in West 
Bromwich in November 
2015 having been on the run 
for more than a year. 

He was sent back to Po¬ 
land to serve the remainder 
of a sentence for fraud. 

The force extradited 23 
suspected crooks back to 
the UK. 

Warwickshire Police ar¬ 
rested 38 suspected foreign 
criminals and extradited 
two over the six year period. 
West Midlands Police said 
it could not comment on a

political issue so close to the 
EU referendum, on June 23. 

The EU-wide warrant al¬ 
lows police forces across Eu¬ 
rope to easily bring suspects 
who go on the run back to 
face trial in the UK. 

Last summer the force 
launched a major crack¬ 
down on foreign criminals, 
Operation Trivium, which 
led to dozens of arrests in 
the region. 

Use of the European Ar¬ 
rest Warrant has been a key 
part of pro-Europe argu¬ 
ments in the run up to the 
in/out vote. 

Sir Hugh Orde, former 
president of the Association 
of Chief Police Officers, said: 
“European policing meas¬ 
ures mean the long arm of 
the law now extends right 
across the continent. 

“The European Arrest 
Warrant also means we 
can easily deport danger¬ 
ous criminals back to other 
countries.” 

Justice Secretary Michael 
Gove vowed emergency leg¬ 
islation in the event of a 
Brexit, to exempt the intelli¬ 
gence agencies from EU law 
and make it easier to deport 
EU criminals.

gery Corbett Ashby and Christobel 
Pankhurst - daughter of suffragette 
leader Emmeline - but surely a slightly 
daunting one too as they entered into 
a political scene which had previously 
been a men-only club. 

Their stories have been retold almost 
100 years on from that historic election 
by David Hallam, a former MEP from 
Smethwick, who carried out research 
as part of his Masters of Arts course at 
Birmingham University. 

While the three women were at the 
forefront of early 20th century girl 


power, the unity ended there as they 
stood for different parties. 

Mary MacArthur contested the 
Stourbridge seat, which also included 
Oldbury, Halesowen and Warley 
Woods, for Labour. 

Christobel Pankhurst stood in 
Smethwick as a Women’s Party Coa¬ 
lition Candidate. 

Margery Corbett Ashby had the 
toughest task as she took on the might 
of the Unionist electoral machine in 
Birmingham Ladywood facing Neville 


Chamberlain, who would later become 
Prime Minister. 

Just getting on the ballot paper was 
a victory in itself but it soon became 
clear their path towards the House 
of Commons would be anything but 
straightforward. 

And it wasn’t to be as all three 
women were defeated. Of the 17 
women who stood across the UK, just 
one was elected and that was in Dublin 
which was at that time still part of the 
union. 


“All three women were in their 30s 
whilst their well entrenched male op¬ 
ponents were much older, in their 40s 
or 50s.” Mr Hallam said. 


Opponents 


“All three were disappointed with 
the outcome. Both MacArthur and 
Pankhurst were tipped to win by local 
and national pundits.” 

Mary MacArthur in particular was 
given a rough ride by opposition can¬ 
didates. 


Mr Hallam said: “She was subject 
to some really sexist abuse from her 
opponents. 

“Of course, no-one thought of hav¬ 
ing female MPs. The press also made a 
big fuss about it so there was a novelty 
value. 

“But it was an unusual election. 

“Most of the troops were away on 
active service. 

“In a town like Smethwick around 
a quarter of the men would have been 
away.” 


Only one of the defeated candidates 
from the West Midlands would stand 
again as their lives took very different 
paths. 

MacArthur died soon afterwards, 
Pankhurst withdrew from politics al¬ 
together to concentrate on promoting 
her religious beliefs. 

Corbett Ashby, meanwhile, battled 
on, contesting another six elections. 

But her dream to stand as an MP 
would never be realised as she was un¬ 
successful on each occasion. 

But while the three women would 
never take their seats in Parliament, 
they were the inspiration for those 
who followed. 

Mr Hallam said: “It was something 
of an inauspicious start but it was an 
historic moment.” 

President 

Today, there are seven female MPs 
in the Black Country and Birming¬ 
ham. 

And looking further afield the 
United States could have its first 
female president later this year in 
Hillary Clinton. 

But it was a journey that was far 
from easy. 

Mr Hallam said: “Women achieved 
the vote and the right to stand for 
Parliament in 1918 and yet for nearly 
70 years afterwards never held more 
than five per cent, averaging about 25 
of the 600 or so seats in the House of 
Commons. 

“Even today there are only 148 fe¬ 
male MPs. 

“My study of those first three 
women throws some light on the re¬ 
sistance women met, and still meet, 
when putting themselves forward for 
election.”

Evacuation after 
hoax bomb call 

A SCHOOL in Halesowen was evacuated 
after what police described as a ‘false and 
malicious’ bomb scare. 

Earls High School received a call at 
around 10.30am last Friday, prompting pu¬ 
pils to be removed from the main buildings. 

Supt Phil Dolby said: “We are investigat¬ 
ing after a bomb threat was called through 
to a school in Dudley this morning. 

“Earls High School received the call at 
around 10.30am. 

“Pupils have been moved out of the main 
buildings but remain at the school at this 
time and officers are currently at the scene. 

“At this early stage police believe the re¬ 
port to be false and malicious.” 

Police said there was nothing to suggest 
the hoax was linked with several earlier in 
the year which saw days of disruption at 
schools around the region. 

Pupils returned to lessons in the after¬ 
noon. 


Review could lead to pension 
law change to save steel jobs 


THE Government is launching a con¬ 
sultation on changes to pensions 
law as part of its efforts to save In¬ 
dian group Tata’s UK steel business. 

The firm has been under threat since Tata 
revealed that it was looking to sell or even 
close the loss-making operation, which employs 
11,000 people in the UK including about 750 in 
the Black Country in Wednesfield, Wednesbury, 
Walsall and Brierley Hill. 

Business Secretary Sajid Javid unveiled the 
plan to MPs just hours after returning from 
Mumbai where he met executives of the Indian 
conglomerate. 

The suggested change includes cutting the 


British Steel Pension Fund’s long-term liabili¬ 
ties by benchmarking it to the consumer price 
index rather than the higher retail price index. 

The move could save £2.5 billion, but would 
reduce benefits to those receiving pensions. 

The British Steel pension scheme has 130,000 
members and assets of £13.3bn, but its deficit 
has grown to nearly £700 million. 

Security 

Mr Javid said the consultation on the scheme 
was designed to provide clarity and security for 
members. He said the pension scheme’s trustees 
believed almost every member would be ‘better 
off or no worse off under the proposed changes. 

The steel unions are waiting to see details of 


the consultation, but will seek “cast iron” safe¬ 
guards that any changes to the British Steel 
Pension Fund do not lead to employers “dodg¬ 
ing” their responsibilities. 

Former pensions minister in the coalition, 
Liberal Democrat Steve Webb, director of policy 
at pensions firm Royal London, has warned that 
the Government is “going down a very danger¬ 
ous path” in seeking to change the law. 

Meanwhile, Mr Javid has also been talking to 
Tata Steel’s bosses about the sale of its UK busi¬ 
ness. Seven potential bidders have come forward 
and are being assessed by the company. 

He told MPs: “They assured me they remain 
absolutely committed to being a responsible 
seller.” 


MP urged over 
homeless law 

HALESOWEN and Rowley Regis MP 
James Morris been urged to seize an his¬ 
toric opportunity to make a change to the 
law on homelessness. 

Mr Morris was among 20 MPs selected 
in a Private Members’ Bill ballot, which 
gives him the chance to put forward a 
public bill to parliament on an issue of his 
choice. 

National homelessness charity Crisis 
has urged him to champion a change in 
the law that will ensure homeless people 
in England can no longer be turned away 
to sleep rough by their council. 

The proposed bill would see a reformed 
law requiring all councils in England to 
take action to prevent people from becom¬ 
ing homeless in the first place. Accord¬ 
ing to figures revealed in February, 457 
people were found sleeping rough on any 
given night in the West Midlands in 2015. 


Snow leopard is going home 



Makalu the snow leopard is going to Darjeeling Zoo near where the species is from 


DUDLEY Zoo’s youngest snow leopard has 
been given a clean bill of health by keepers 
as preparations begin for his impending de¬ 
parture. 

Two-year-old Makalu will soon be leaving 
the Castle Hill attraction for Darjeeling Zoo, 
almost 5,000 miles away, as part of a global 
breeding programme, which could poten¬ 
tially see Makalu’s descendants released 
into the wild. 

Curator Richard Brown said: “This is an 
incredibly exciting move for Makalu and the 
snow leopard species in general, as he’ll be 
playing an important role in securing the 
future of their endangered species. Darjeel¬ 


ing Zoo is located in the foot of the Himala¬ 
yan mountains, which is the native region 
of the snow leopard and is internationally 
recognised for its conservation breeding 
programmes for the species, so Makalu is 
going to the best place possible.” 

Ahead of the move, which is expected to 
happen within weeks, the zoo’s veterinary 
team carried out a full health check on 
the snow leopard. Makalu, who was born 
in Dudley on April 17, 2014, was sedated 
throughout the 10-minute investigation, 
which included blood tests and a rabies vac¬ 
cination. The big cat was also measured and 
weighed for his travel crate to India. 


Driver hurt in crash 
while another flees 

A DRIVER suffered minor injuries in a two-car collision in 
Brierley Hill. The driver of the other vehicle fled the scene 
following the crash last Tuesday evening, May 24. 

The one driver was treated by paramedics at the scene 
in Coppice Lane. Pictures from the scene show a white car 
with damage, including its door hanging off and with the 
air bag having gone off inside. 

Staff from Brierley Hill Fire Station had tweeted that 
after the crash a ‘driver had absconded’ the scene. 

West Midlands Fire Service spokesman Matthew Smith 
said: “We got a 999 call at 9.34pm on Tuesday to an RTC. 

“It was to an incident of two motor vehicles in collision 
on a roadway. 

“One of the drivers had suffered minor injuries and was 
being treated by paramedics.” 

He added the road was closed while fire crews made the 
scene safe.

A MAN in need of a heart 
transplant has received a fi¬ 
nancial boost from his boxing 
pal and other friends.

Mr Bladen, who also worked as a 
driver before he retired, is set to tie 
the knot with his fiancee Julie Ed¬ 
monds in July. 

Mr Brewster added: “He gets mar¬ 
ried on July 8, it’s a bit of a rushed 


wedding. We’re going up to Blackpool 
for his stag. 

“His fiancee Julie has been his rock. 
I’m just really happy he’s still here and 
want to do everything I can to help.” 

Later this year, Mr Brewster will 
gets into the ring for charity with for¬ 
mer world heavyweight champion Tim 
Witherspoon, who once knocked out 
Frank Bruno at Wembley. 

He said: “He’s a former world cham¬ 
pion, I’m probably mad. But it should 
be a really good night.” 

Tickets will be available in July for 
the October 21 fight, which will take 
place at Brierley Hill Civic Centre.

'Zero tolerance' as ban comes 
In forte on former legal highs 


LETHAL legal highs are no 
longer available over the 
counter as a new law that 
could see offenders jailed for 
up to seven years came into 
force last week. 

A blanket ban on the substances has 
been brought in amid fears they have 
caused deaths and fuel anti-social be¬ 
haviour. 

The Psychoactive Substances Act 
forbids the ‘production, supply and 
importation or exportation for human 
consumption of the drugs’. 

Shelves across the Black Country 
have been cleared of the highs, which 


were linked to the deaths of 144 people 
in the UK in 2014 alone. 

Borough bosses in Dudley welcomed 
said they will have a ‘zero-tolerance’ 
policy on the drugs. But concerns have 
been raised that dealers could turn to 
illicit websites to continue selling. 

Harmful 

Councillor Rachel Harris, Dudley 
Council cabinet member for health, 
said: “We’ve always been vigilant 
about the safety of the public and will 
continue to be after the change in the 
law. A lot of people are aware that 
some of these substances can be very 
harmful. We will continue working in 


co-operation with other partners and 
have a zero tolerance to such items. 

“As a council we need to work with 
all our communities to make sure that 
these practices which harm people are 
kept at bay. We appreciate any infor¬ 
mation from the public if they are sus¬ 
picious of these substances being sold 
or want to check if something is legal.” 

Commander Simon Bray, National 
Police Chiefs Council lead on New 
Psychoactive Substances, said those 
determined to get hold of the drugs 
might turn to the ‘dark web’. But he 
said the law will mean Britons can no 
longer stroll into a ‘headshop’ and buy 
mind altering drugs.

Monorail engineer 
didn't welsh on bet 
with cheeky singers 


THE only mechanical engineer 
for the short-lived but well re¬ 
membered Merry Hill monorail 
has told how a cheeky set of 
customers once blew him away 
with a magnificent musical per¬ 
formance. 

Trying to cadge a free ride on the 
monorail, the Welsh chaps bet Reg 
Malpas they could wow him with their 
music, before belting out a sensational 
rendition. The lads just so happened 
to be the Welsh Male Voice Choir. 

June 1 marks the 25th anniversary since 
the opening of the monorail, and Mr Mal¬ 
pas, aged 65, shared his tales of working on 
it throughout its operation from 1991-96. 

He said of his musical encounter: “One 
day this bunch of Welsh lads wanted a free 
ride. They said ‘can we pay with a song’. I 
thought they were having me on so I said 
‘go on then lets hear it’. 

“Then they sang this beautiful song, it 
blew me away, it was amazing. It turned 
out they were only the Welsh Male Voice 
Choir. I couldn’t believe it.” 

Construction of the £22 million elevated 
monorail took place alongside the final 
phase of the Merry Hill Shopping Centre in 
1988-89, but due to safety concerns, didn’t 
until over a year and a half after the com¬ 
pletion of the centre. 

Four stations were built, named Water¬ 
front East, Grand Central, Times Square 
(for the bus station) and Boulevard. Mr 
Malpas believes it was a wonderful piece 
of machinery, and a great attraction for 
Dudley. 

Smooth 

He said: “The monorail really was a 
fantastic piece of equipment. I think the 
only other one in the UK at the time was 
at Alton Towers. It was so smooth, not like 
transport nowadays. 

“It was very safe. I hadn’t worked on an¬ 
ything like it before, but even though I was 
the only mechanical engineer, it was very 
safe. If anything went wrong it would just 
pull up, the brakes would go straight on.” 

Mr Malpas couldn’t believe he was 
trusted with the responsibility on his own 
for the maintenance of the monorail, but 
enjoyed his five years. 

He said: “I was qualified as an engineer, 
but was working at the Merry Hill centre 
as a security guard. I saw the advert for 
the job, applied for it never thinking I’d 
get it, but I did. Then I was trained up and 
worked for the whole time it was running. 

“I had a really good time, very happy 
memories. 

“I’d have a carriage in the shed. I’d have 
to make checks all the way through it, from 
front to back, making sure everything was 
working properly, the brakes and what 
have you. Then I’d sort out anything that 
needed mending or replacing. Then when 
I’d finish one carriage, I’d have another in 
the shed and it went on like that.” 

The monorail was temporarily closed in 
1992, but ran sporadically until 96, when it 
was closed and put up for sale. The trains 
and track were bought by Oasis Shopping 
Centre, in Broadbeach, Queensland, Aus¬ 
tralia. 

Mr Malpas said: “It’s still in use today 
which shows how advanced it must have 
been for us to have it all those years ago.”

The home nation will 
hope to be on the ball 


I t’s finally time for the big kick-off, 
and as is customary the host nation 
gets proceedings under way tonight 
at the Stade de France. 

If you thought that the pressure was 
high on this side of the Channel, 
spare a thought for Didier Deschamps 
French side who go into the 
tournament as favourites and with the 
hopes of an expectant nation on their 
shoulders. 

The signs look good though - over 
the years, the hosts tend to perform 
well at the Euros, and the French 
have been victorious in each of the 
last two major tournaments that they 
have hosted, winning the European 
Championships back in 1984 and the 
World Cup in 1998. 

Their current side is strong 
defensively, formidable in midfield with 
Paul Pogba, and rife with speedy 
attacking options. 

The one thing they are perhaps 
missing is a true No.9, as Karim 
Benzema is suspended from 
international play. 

One of France’s greatest ever 
players, Thierry Henry, is confident 


that the hosts will be at the national 
stadium in Paris when the winner is 
decided in exactly one month’s time. 

He told Sky Sports: ‘This is the big 
one for us. This is the big one for 
Deschamps and the big one for the 
team. 

“We all know it is not easy to win a 
tournament at home, but we have 
done it twice. “We have won the Euros 
in 1984 and the World Cup in 1998 so 
we have a history of usually winning it 
when we have the tournament at 
home. 

“France has a good team. The only 
thing I will say is we haven’t played an 
official game for a long time, so that 
might be the question mark about the 
team at the moment. 

“I think we have a great team and 
I’m not saying that because I am 
French, but I do think they have one of 
the best teams in Europe. 

“I’ll tip them to win and I hope they 
will.” 

First up for Les Bleus, who also 
triumphed at Euro 2000 in the 
Netherlands and Belgium, are Group 
A rivals Romania. 


The Tricolorii were defensively the 
best team in qualifying, conceding just 
two goals, but they were also the least 
prolific team that qualified, scoring just 
11, so the French may have their work 
cut out breaking down their opponents 
this evening. 

The tournament itself has been 
expanded to 24 teams this year, with 
matches taking place in 10 different 
host cities. 

As far as the TV coverage goes, the 
BBC and ITV have split it down the 
middle once again. 

Mark Pougatch has proven to be 
good replacement for previous ITV 
anchor Adrian Chiles, and the 
broadcaster has gone all out with its 
French theme for the Euros. 

Promotional work has been done by 
Eric Cantona, while Emmanuel Petit, 
Christian Karembeu and Louis Saha 
have all joined the punditry team. 

Ian Wright is also on the team, 
along with West Ham boss Slaven 
Bilic. 

There is also a return to 
commentary on ITV for Andy 
Townsend after a year-long absence.

It was 
easy to relax in the sumptuous room - the lady 
on reception said we would go ‘wow’ when we 
saw it and she was not wrong. The bedroom 
area was huge with a large en suite and dress¬ 
ing area and adjoining living room. Then, to 
step out onto the huge veranda with the lovely 
views - this is the life! 

Nightclub 

Time to settle there with a glass of wine 
and watch the others tackle the course and 
maybe get some tips for the morning. Relaxed 
and changed we headed off to the Ryder Grill 
restaurant for a delicious a la carte meal and I 
could forget the calories as I would work them 
off on the course the next morning. 

Afterwards, if you fancy strutting your 
stuff, just pop across to the very popular Bel 
Air Nightclub & Lounge. Entrance is included 
in many weekend packages. Then after break¬ 
fast that was it - what I was waiting for. We 
headed out to the Derby golf course, the only 
one of the three where you don’t need to have 


a handicap. As I explained when booking my 
only handicap was that I couldn’t play! 

There is also a driving range if you want 
to try out your skills first. For the little ones 
there is a small course that replicates some 
of the famous holes - like the one at Kiawah 
Island from the 1991 Ryder Cup. 

The site has three full courses: The Braba¬ 
zon, Ryder Cup in 1985, 1989, 1993 and 2002, 
PGA National, another for experienced play¬ 
ers only and the third course The Derby the 
one we played. 

It is available to all standards of players and 
is roughly 1,000 yards shorter than the other 
two. Even so, the full 18 holes are a big test 
of skills and stamina but we did both manage 
a par on one of the holes. I have not stopped 
raving about it since! 

The Belfry has been nominated for three 
awards at the World Travel Awards 2016, 
having been crowned as England’s Leading 
Resort last year.

Unveiled at the 2016 Geneva Motor Show, the 
DS 3 Performance is at the hot and pointy end 
of the range. A new 1.6-litre turbocharged 
engine and a new gearbox are supported by 
new springs and dampers, the latest Michelin 
sports tyres and huggy new seats, plus, of 
course, all the interface revisions of the com- 
mon-or-garden DS 3. 

There are two body styles; hatchback and 
semi-convertible. The latter has an electrically 
sliding and folding canvas panel with a heated glass 
rear screen, and is just 25kg heavier than the hatch¬ 
back. 

Sitting lower and wider than standard on its black wheels, 
the Performance is a beefy and potent-looking little car. 
Good colour choices have been added to the palette. Even 
from a distance it looks more purposeful than the standard 
car, which is no bad thing. Just watch those rims on kerbs - 
they sit well proud of the tyre sidewall. 

This was never a DS strong suit. The boot here is actu¬ 
ally fine for the class, at 285 litres, but there’s barely any 
legroom in the back. On the other hand, if you can happily 
pretend the rear seats aren’t there, there are some useful 
touches in the cabin. 


Spacious 

There’s a large, open-faced bin at the base of the centre 
console, a slim ledge a few inches above it and spacious 
door pockets. That said, pick the pace up a bit and the door 
pockets will be the last place you want to leave anything 
solid. 

A Torsen limited-slip differential and a widened track, es¬ 
pecially at the front, give the DS 3’s nose a real sense of 
purpose and capability. 

It’s not the fastest hatch in the world, but it has plenty of 
poke for punching out of corners, with no sign of traction 
issues on the warm French Tarmac of the test route. 

The Michelin tyres are a bit unforgiving over bumps, add¬ 
ing a hard edge to the much-improved damping. It stays 
super-composed and flat even when attacking tight bends, 
as long as the road is reasonably smooth, but let’s just say 
you’ll know when you hit a pothole. 

The new gearbox is a vast improvement, delivering crisp 
shifts with minimal resistance through the crucial second- 
to-third action. 

Powering out of corners tends to lead to a bit of squirming 
at the wheel because the mechanical limited-slip diff acti¬ 
vates as the turbo kicks in, but keep your foot down and ride 
it out - the chassis can cope. 

Talent 

DS has priced its spicy new baby more or less in line with 
its turbocharged European rivals, and the fact it’s tangibly 
better to drive than its Citroen-badged predecessor makes 
it better value. 

It has a bag full of talent on all sorts of roads and you 
don’t need three world championships under your belt to 
make use of it. This is a car that finally makes a strong case 
for itself. 

Hot hatchbacks come in two tiers these days; the rela¬ 
tively sensible 200bhp-or-so end and the lobotomy-spec 
300bhp-plus brigade. 

The DS 3 Performance, as part of the former group, 
makes sense as a daily driver for someone looking for ex¬ 
citement without wanting to sacrifice their wallets to oil and 
insurance companies. Younger buyers will inevitably go for 
the looks and the power. 

This car summed up in a single word: Chunky

S-Max is 
taking the 
stylish to 
the max

Style, practicality and price - in whatever 
order - must surely be among the main cri¬ 
teria for the decision to make a major in¬ 
vestment in a new car. A decade ago Ford 
combined these essentials in an all-new ve¬ 
hicle, the S-Max, as a sleek, stylish and even 
sporty-looking alternative to more traditional, 
boxy seven-seat MPV rivals but with no less 
practicality. 

Now the second generation S-Max is hitting the 
streets: not, at first sight, a huge change with a few 
visible changes but substantial improvements in key 
areas such as refinement, comfort and technology. 

The test car was a Titanium trim version powered by what 
is likely to be the single most popular engine option, the 
2.0 litre, 148bhp, turbo diesel. This middle of the range car 
costs £28,095 - it starts at £24,545 with Ford’s 1.5 litre Eco- 
boost petrol engine while at the other end of the spectrum 
is a 178bhp model with ‘Powershift’ automatic transmission 
and all-wheel drive at a little over £33,000. 

If the original S-Max was distinguished from the MPV 
competition by its dynamic looks, the new version is more 
of the same, with a longer, lower bonnet, Ford’s new slimline 
headlight cluster and a more tapered rear end. It’s styling 
helps to belie its size, which really becomes apparent once 
you step inside. 

It is based on a modified Mondeo platform, which is a 
good place to start, and shares much of the drivetrain and 
technology from the much-admired mid-range saloon.But 
the difference is size and flexibility. The S-Max has the qual¬ 
ity feel and refinement of a premium saloon, but with two 
extra seats and the ability to transform itself into a cargo 
carrier to rival many a small van if required. 

It’s a family car ideal for transporting the kids (and a 
couple of their friends) on the school run or for weekend 
activities, but it also has the ideal credentials for a flexible 
business car carrying valued clients to lunch or a hefty con¬ 
signment of samples on a sales trip. 

Flexibility is another buzzword in MPV land and we’re 
used to the concept of flexible seating and the S-Max sys¬ 
tem is as good as it gets. 

Fold 

You can slide each of the three second row seats back¬ 
wards or forwards, or fold them flat, with one hand. The 
same is true of the rear pair of seats which form part of a flat 
load floor: just pull a single strap and each individual seat 
can be raised and locked into place, and then the safety 
head restraints raised. 

With seven people on board you have 285 litres of cargo 
space - about that of a mid-sized hatchback - but by jug¬ 
gling with the seats you can increase that to a whopping 
2,020 litres, putting many a dedicated estate car to shame. 

The interior has an upmarket feel: in the Titanium test car 
you get heated, sports-styled front seats with an exception 
view through the big windscreen, uninterupted by the slop¬ 
ing bonnet. 

You get climate control, a comprehensive LCD instrument 
panel which (between the tacho and speedometer) allow 
you to display a wide range of information. That’s in addition 
to the central touch screen control, for the satnav, audio, 
connectivity and adjustable vehicle settings. 

Traffic sign recognition (which displays, among other 
things, the current posted speed limit) plus cruise control 
and an adjustable speed limiter also help to keep you in 
control. Front and rear parking sensors, lane keeping assis¬ 
tance, multiple airbags and electronic stability systems, and 
front fog lamps are also on the standard list. 

The test car was fitted with the optional Titanium X pack, 
which sounds expensive at £2,225 but is pretty comprehen¬ 
sive and takes the car up a grade. It includes leather seats 
(power adjustable for driver and front passenger) and adap¬ 
tive LED headlights including ‘glare free’, a system which 
ensures you won’t dazzle oncoming drivers if you’re a bit 
slow on the dip switch. 

The upmarket feel of the cabin is matched by the ride 
experience. The 2.0 turbo diesel is particularly quiet, and 
the car’s suspension system handles its weight well, with an 
excellent compromise between a supple, cosseting ride and 
reasonable dynamism. 

The rear suspension is new, adapted from that of the lat¬ 
est Mondeo, which is tuned to improve the S-Max’s road 
manners but equally as important to providing a softer, qui¬ 
eter ride for those in the rear two rows of seats. 

It has inherited many of the best features of its smaller 
sibling, the Mondeo, when it comes to the driving experi¬ 
ence but with the advantage of seven seats or an enormous 
cargo capacity when required. In short, it’s a true multi-role 
car with the ambience of a premium saloon. 
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Mustang 
well worth 
wait of 50 
long years

IT has taken half a century and produced 
some entirely forgettable models along the 
way, but the Ford Mustang is finally availa¬ 
ble in proper European trim, with right hand 
drive - and it’s been worth the wait. 

The sixth generation of a Mustang that sparked de¬ 
mand for a new kind of car when it first appeared in 
1965 can now be yours from £30,995. 

That buys a properly American-made Mustang (of 
course!) but without the mighty V8 engine under the bonnet 
that produced the thunderous soundtrack made famous by 
Hollywood and Steve McQueen. 

Still, with 145mph on tap and zero to 62mph in 5.8 sec¬ 
onds it’s no slowcoach. Clever electronics even generates 
a synthetic soundtrack that does a good impersonation of 
the real thing. 

This Mustang-lite (a relative term with such a large ma¬ 
chine) also uses a bit less fuel (35.3mpg officially but 27mpg 
on test) and looks every American inch the real deal. 

When sales settle down after the initial rush, with more 
than 3,500 Mustangs on order or delivered in the UK to date, 
this 2.3 EcoBoost with four cylinders and 313bhp is expect¬ 
ed to take around half of all sales. 

But at the moment the rush to satisfy a demand that’s 
been building for 50 years means most Mustangs come with 
the pukka 5.0 litre V8. 

Drive one and you know why from the first gentle push of 
the throttle; here is a car that’s effortlessly fast - with 155mph 
and 4.8 seconds to 62mph available without hesitation. 

If the official 20.9mpg looks like a reason to shun the real 
deal, consider the 23mpg the car returned over the same 
test route as its slighter sibling. 

A real world four mpg advantage will not deter anyone 
who relishes the genuine throb of eight big cylinders at work. 

Neither will a price difference of £4,000 that makes the 2.3 
EcoBoost look almost a giveaway at £30,995 but the full fat 
5.0 Fastback a steal for £34,995. 

Brakes 

That buys a car that comes loaded with kit, from Brem- 
bo front brakes, limited slip differential, xenon headlights, 
nine speaker sound system, power adjustable front seats, 
rear view camera and a switch to tame the rear wheels on 
slippery roads or sharpen the car’s reactions when you feel 
a bit sporty. 

The interior is clearly built with price in mind and the plas¬ 
tics on show will not worry Audi, or even Kia for that matter. 
No complaints about the superb front seats, perfect driving 
position and crisply clear instruments. 

There is a six-speed manual gearbox as standard, with 
an automatic transmission for £1,500 behind either engine, 
and it is important you try both before putting down your 
deposit. They make more of a difference to the way this new 
Mustang behaves than even the engine choice. The manual 
box links your right foot to the nerve centre of the car and 
makes it feel so much more connected than the slightly diffi¬ 
dent auto. As big a difference is available for an extra £3,500 
in the handsome shape of the Mustang convertible, which 
weighs a bit more than the fixed-roof fastback and, predict¬ 
ably, shimmies gently on bad roads thanks to the lack of a 
rigid roof. 

It’s powered hood vanishes neatly in seconds and there 
is actually a fraction more leg room in the rear than offered 
in the fastback. Neither cars’ back seats are adult friendly 
though, but perfectly suited to a couple of growing nippers, 
who are unlikely to complain as they out-cool their school¬ 
mates. The convertible loses a little boot room but either 
body style has more than enough space for a fun car with 
a mildly serious side when there’s shopping to be carried. 

A fraction wider than, say, a Land Rover Discovery makes 
the Mustang a machine that needs some care on country 
roads but the further it went the narrower it seemed - always 
a sign of a car that keen drivers will enjoy. 

Proper all-round independent suspension helps too, 
even if it strays on the harsh side of firm on some of our 
worst road surfaces.
